Again Charges Whitney With Making 


Misstatements and Denies Him 


an Interview. 


Boston, Mass.. Nov. 21.—Henry M. 


Whitney, Democratic candidate for 
lieutenant governor at the lasfelec- 
tion, made public the correspondence 
which has passed between President 
Roosevelt and himself. The president 
Informed a Massachusetts committee 
that recently called on him in favor of 
free hides that Mr. Whitney had de- 
liberately misrepresented 
what had 


occurred at a former conference. The 
statement of Mr. Whitney during the 
recent canvass in Massachusetts that 
the president'told him that he favored 
reciprocity with Canada was that to 
which the president took exceptions.

SCENT SERIES OF RISINGS 


Officials Obtain Evidence Tending to 


Implicate Men of prominence In the 
Affair—Arms and Ammunition, Re- 
cently Discovered by Police, Pur- 
chased In the United States. 


Havana, Nov. 21.—The commission 


which is investigating the discovery 
of a quantity of arms and ammunition 
in a suburb of this city has obtained 
evidence that tends to implicate sev- 
eral prominent persons in the af- 
fair. 
The gbvernment has no doubt 


that the materials came from the 
United States, and it is seeking to 
learn who were the purchasers. Gov- 
ernment officials now admit that they 
have received various secret advices 
regarding contemplated uprisings be- 
fore election day in various parts of 
the island, particularly in the prov- 
inces of Santiago, Santa Clara and 
Pinar Del Rio, with a probable attack 
on the palace in Havana. The object 
of the latter,according to the officials, 
appears to be the reinov'al, possibly 
the assassination, of President Palma. 


It is pointed out the plotters are 


well aware since there is now no vice 
president that the election of Presi-, 
dent Palma's successor would, accord- 
ing to the constitution, be in the 
hands of congress, and that the Lib- 
erals, with the help of a few inde- 
pendents, could control both houses-. 
The government has not given out 
its information as to the extent of the 
plots, but special measures have been 
taken for the guarding of the palace 
The facts that the president and his 
family are remaining at home, and 
that troops are being sent to the 
points where, according to reports, 
the plotting originated, are considered 
significant. 
So far as known, how- 


ever, these plots are not backed by 
any large party, and whether they are 
widespread or otherwise, the active 
watchfulness against any form of up- 
rising is believed to have squelched 
any ambitions of the plotters. 


The generally accepted theory, how- 


ever, is that the rumors of plots are 
intended by his opponents to imbue 
President Palma with the idea of re- 
signing, and that there are no actual 
plots to do him physical injury.

Richard Carle was born July 12, 


1871, 
in Somerville, JMass. His father 


Richard Carleton, was an artist. The 
clever player-playwright's- ~ career did 
not begin upon the stage. It started 
while he was attending high school 
in Somerville. He was a "cut-up" in 
school and made the other scholars 
laugh so much that the teacher grew 
to dislike him. But whenever there 
was an. entertainment in town "Dick'' 
Carle was in demand. 


When young Carle had completed 


his high school education and it was 
time to take up his college course, he 
decided to let his friends go to col- 
lege. He went-down to John J. Rich 
of Rich & Harris and secured a posi- 
tion as a member of Jas. T. Power's 
company, playing a small part in. "A 
Mad Bargain." 
This occurred 13 


years ago. He continued with the 
same firm the following season, play- 
ing a scrap with Peter Dailey in "A 
Country Sport" 


Towards the close of the run of "A 


Country Sport" the manager of the 
company sent for Mr. Carle one day 
and said: "You're fired." 


"What for?" 
"For incompetency." 
"When did this happen?" 
asked 


Jarle. 
"I've been working for you 


people for two years without a kick 
of any consequence and now you dis- 
charge me/ for incompetency. 
Well, 


it's your privilege. Good bye." He 
picked up his hat and left the thea- 
tre. Walking-down the street he no- 
ticed a poster announcing the forth- 
coming opening of "Davy Jones." He 
called upon the management and se- 
cured a small part, with a salary of 
$20 a week. 


He played the character called "It" 


on the program, and had nothing to 
do aside from 
walking 
about the 


stage and looking as foolish as possi- 
ble. During the rehearsals he pur- 
suaded the management to let him 
sing a verse in a song called "Don't 
Get Gay with Mr. Shea." 


Mr. Carle prepared a stanza oi 


nonsense, which he sang in the most 
foolish way. 
The young comedian 


made an unexpected hit. The audi- 
ence called and recalled him. 
Then 


he knew he was funny. 


After the close of "Davy Jones' 


Carle played with Joe Ott in "The 
Star Gazer," "1492/' and others. His 
first attempt at play writing was a 
burlesque on "Way Down East." The 
piece was immensely successful. 


Carle's next appearance was with 


"My Lady Slavey," to -which he re- 
turned to play Dan Daly's part. Then 
followed "Yanke Doodle Dandy," "In 
Gotham," "A Dangerous Maid" and 
'Prince Pro Tern." 


His first, last and only appearance 


at a dramatic actor was with "The 
Children of the Ghetto." In describ 
ing his experience the actor said 
"Zangwill, the author, told me I was 
great. The audience said I was rot- 
ten. 
I took the word of the audi 


ence and quit" 


The first musical piece he wrot< 


was "Mam'selle 'Awkins," irf which 
he played. The comedian then went 
to London, where he appeared in 
"The American Beauty." 


Mr. Carle followed "The Tender- 


foot" with "The Maid and the Mum- 
my."

Thompson of Granvillle, and to them 
were born two children both of whom 
died in infancy. Mrs. Bushnell died 
a number of years ago.

Two Irreconcilable Parties Exist In 


the Zemstvo Congress. 


DAY DEVOTED TO ORATORY 


Divergence of Views Revealed In the 


Discussion Regarding ths Attitude 
the Body Should Adopt Toward the 
New , Government—Poles l$Pue a 
Manifesto—Situation In Russia. 


Moscow, Kov. 21. — The Zemstvo 


cor gross devoted t->\o long sessions to 
the discussion of the question of the 
attitude it should adopt toward t'ne 
new government an,d recessed with- 
out coming to a decision. The do.jate 
indicated quite clear!/, however, the 
existence of two apparently iirecon- 
cilable paities, as well as the Iine0 on 
which tha riivision ultimately will be 
made, though the relative strength of 
the parties was not shown. A °core 
of orators participated in the debate, 
and they were about evenly div'ded 
between the advocates of the immedi- 
ate convocation of a constituent as- 
sembly and those v iio arp urging co- 
operation with the new government 
so as to save the country from an- 
archy if not a compl°te revolution. 


Prominent among the speakers for 


the conservative party were M. Kra- 
soffsky, president of the St. Peters- 
burg municipal council; Prince Eu- 
gene Troubetskoy; M. Nomiroveski, 
major of Saratoff, and Count Heyden, 
president of the 
congress. These 


men, with Dmitjri Shipoff, M. Guicho 
koff, M Struve, M Stakovich and M. 
Rodicheff, 
will form 
the 
nucleus 


around which will rally the members 
of the "party of law and order," the 
peace party and others who are in 
favor of coming to the 
support of 


Count Witte if sufficient guarantees 
be given for the fulfillment of the lib- 
erties promised. The speakers who 
opposed the giving of any support to 
Count "VTitte's government were less 
well known, but they made up in bit- 
terness wliat they lacked in prestige 


The congress was attended by more 


than 300 members, and the hall was 
uncomfortably crowded. 


Demand of Poles. 


St. Petersburg, KPT. 21.—The dele- 


gation of 24 prominent Poles, com- 
prising representatives of all of the 
principal parties in Poland except the 
Socialists, and also including mem- 
bers of the Catholic, Evangelical and 
Hebrew churches, which came to St. 
Petersburg to plead the cause of Po- 
land, issued a manifesto to the Rus 
sian people. The manifesto firmly 
declares that the' noritna.l-and peaceful 
.existence jof Poland, 3'iri, only_be i&adc. 
.possible by the granttag of autonomy, 
permission to iisevthjeePohsh language 
in the schools and'inf-the' courts, aiid 
by the local adminlitration and the 
entrusting of the P.oLes with the gov- 
ernment of the kingdom.

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THEJEWISH MASSACRES 


Letters From Survivors Tell 


Tale of Horrors. ' 


'BBUTALITY 
OF EUSSIAN MOBS. 


Drnaiced Into the Street* and 


Spiked TiirouKii Her Ilrulu — Mail'* 
Tongue Pulled Out Wltli Pliichem.

Among the victims of the massacres 


of Jews In Russian cities during the 
past month are many who have friends 
and relatives in Philadelphia. Some of 
these have received letters from sur- 
vivors describing the heart rending 
scenes, says the Philadelphia Press. 
'' Rev. Jacob Chalfin of 537 Lombard 
street has a letter from his wife in 
Kovno, in which she says: 


"There are 2,000 dead here and 5,000 


injured. The brutality of the Russian 
mobs was frightful. Kovno is no 
longer a city.- It is a mass of ruins, 
and we live in dread of another attack. 
It may come at any minute, and we 
are all defenseless." 


Herman Sachs of Kiev writes to 


Samuel Loudoii of 7G4 South Third 
street: 


"A Jewess, Sarah Goldman, was 


dragged into the streets, and several 
spikes, fully seven inches long, were 
driven into her brain with heavy steel 
sledges. A man named Kaufman was 
found in the street near my house with 
his whole lower lip cut off. He was 
suffering torture, and no one gave him 
aid. The man's tongue had been pulled 
out with pinchers." 


Aaron Rothsteiii, another resident of 


Kovno, writes to his uncle, Abraham 
Chabrby, of 342 South street: 


"I saw the niob break into the home 


of a poor woman seventy-two years 
old. 
She was asleep in bed, but the 


brutal men entered her room and ston- 
ed her to death. There are 5,000 per- 
sons here absolutely homeless and 
without a kopek to buy food or cloth- 
ing. The terrible winter is already up- 
on us. God knows what will become 
of us unless aid arrives soou." 
• . 


' John Baum, a merchant at 527- South 
street, recently received a letter of this 
sort from his brother Solomon, who 
Jives In Odessa, .and pleads for money 
enough to take him and his family 
from the country where they see noth- 
ing but doom for their race. 


The letter was written on Nov. 5. A 


part of it, which has been translated 
by Jacob Ginsburg of the Jewish 
Evening Post, reads: 


"Our people are being unmercifully 


slaughtered in the streets without any 
interference from the authorities. 


"It is more than two weeks since we 


took=-refuge here in the cellar. We 
are under the dreadful terror of being 
discovered and killed. 
We are prac- 


tically shut up without any food or 
water, and I fear we will starve unless 
something is done for us. 


"We cannot sleep, for the howling 


and curses of the unruly mobs ring 
constantly in our ears. They call 'Kill 
the Jews!' 
The streets are strewn 


•with mutilated bodies. Many of them 
are minus heads, limbs and arms. The 
gutters of the streets have been turn- 
ed into small rivulets of blood. 
We 


fear any minute we will be extermi- 
nated. 


"Please rescue us. Take us to Amer- 


ica or send us enough money to get 
over the frontier. We don't ask you 
to help us for a livelihood, only to pro- 
tect our lives. 


"The Russian newspapers don't men- 


tion one-half of what takes place. We 
pray, O God! O God! that you will be 
able to rescue us so we can flee from 
terrible Russia and the awful death 
that faces us. 


"While I am writing this I can hear 


the awful curses of the howling mob 
as it passes along the -street killing 
Jews. The mob is made up mostly of 
soldiers."

WARSHIPS FOR PEACE. 


Coat uud Bfllulency of Modern Craft 


Are I'reveiUivcH of War. 


One of the important II-WROIIS of the 


ivar between Russia aud Japan is that 
tinned conflict must become less and 
[ess frequeut as the years go on, because 
efficient fighting niudjiues, alloat or 
ashore, are becoming constantly more 
expensive luxuries. All over the world 
there is a greater appreciation each 
year of the importance of the navy as 
a defense. Military experts agree that 
as a broad proposition an army of cour- 
ageous men, even though poorly equip- 
ped and badly maneuvered, will inflict 
more or less severe loss upon its ene- 
my. But at sea it is the equipment 
which counts almost entirely. 
Naval 


success depends primarily on engineer- 
ing skill and excellence of construction. 


The whole tendency today is to con- 


sider size and weight 'of first impor- 
tance. The battleships of the so called 
South Carolina class now being plan- 
ned for the American navy will, it is 
expected, have a displacement of 30,- 
000 or 17,000 tons and will either have 
one tremendous battery of twelve inch 
guns or' batteries divided between 
twelve inch and ten inch rifles. Cap- 
tain Hovgaard, who is professor of na- 
val design at the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, where the United 
Stales government sends from Annapo- 
lis its cadets who are to become naval 
constructors, recently worked out a de- 
sign of an ideal battleship, a fightinz 
machine that should be ideal under 
present conditions. It turns out that 
his design was not much different from 
the new British battleships of what 
are called the King Edward class, 
which are of extreme displacement and 
carry very heavy armament. 


Another lesson from the war in the 


east, pointed out by Professor Cecil H. 
Peabody, the head of the department 
of naval architecture of the institute, 
is that mere personal courage, which 
was such an important factor in old 
time naval fights, is worthless today 
unless it has suitable equipment to 
work with and efficient training back 
of it. 
Nobody questions the dogged 


bravery of the Russian sailors in their 
earlier battles, and doubtless it has 
been underestimated in regard to some 
of the later conflicts. While the Jap- 
anese showed fatalistic larck of fear a! 
all times, their superior 
direction, 


training and equipment had much-to 
do with their overwhelming victories. 


A Game of Billiards. 


John Roberts, the English billiard 


player, has just returned from a trip 
to Australia. One day he was in a 
small city on the big island when a 
local player entered the billiard room 
where Roberts was. 
The local man 


did not know Roberts. Some of his 
friends who did put up a joke on the 
Australian. They whispered to their 
unsuspecting champion that the stran 
ger in the corner was a very good play- 
er, who might be able to give him a 
few points. The provincial was noth 
ing loath and requested Roberts to play 
a game of 100 up with bun. Roberts 
replied that he would be pleased, and 
as to the handicap he said'he would re- 
serve the right to fix that after he had 
seen the local man play his first stroke. 
This offer .was considered a somewhat 
strange one by the challenger, but he 
accepted it and opened the game w.ith 
the usual miss in balk. Roberts then 
said as he placed his ball on the table. 
"I will give you 99," and proceeded to 
run out with an unfinished break of 
100. 


The Criminal Tear In England. 
The annual report of the commission- 


ers of prisons shows that the number 
of commitments per 100,000 of the pop 
ulation has been the subject of consid- 
erable fluctuation during the last quar- 
ter of a century, varying from the 
highest (C21.G) in 1832-83 to the lowest 
(4G0.7) in 1900-01. Since 1900-01 there 
has been a progressive rise, culminat- 
ing in 586.2 for the year 1904, which is 
the highest since 1884-85. This rise has 
been almost entirely in offenses tried 
summarily. So far as serious or in- 
dictable crime is concerned, the num- 
ber per 100,000 has fallen from 37 in 
1880-81 to 25.9 for the year under re- 
port. Summary offenses have arisen 
from 542.8 to 5G0.3. 


The principal offenses which account- 


ed for this increase arc as follows: 
Drunkenness, 1.931; begging and sleep- 
ing out and misbehavior by paupers, 
3,669; offenses against police regula- 
tions and county and borough bylaws, 
1.605, which include sleeping out and 
begging.—London Globe.

TO BREED FROM ZEBRAS 


Government Plan to Create New 


Species of Draft Animals. 


OTHEE NATIONS ABE WATCHING 


William E. 
CHI-UK Write* of 
the 


I'uliiue y.oulojjlcul Experiment to 
Br Conducted by tliv Asrlcullurul 
Department — Fleet Zebra Will lie 
CroHHed With the Yankee IIor»e. 
Genuauy'B Similar Test. 


Secretary Wilson and the officials of 


tbe bureau of animal industry of the 
agricultural department, with the co- 
operation of Dr. Frank Baker, super- 
intendent of the National Zoological 
park, are about to engage in the most 
curious zoological experiment that was 
ever undertaken by a government, says 
William E. Curtis, the Chicago Record- 
Herald's 
Washington 
correspondent. 


The Germans are making preparations 
for a similar experiment, and the Kon- 
go Free State, in Africa, will also at- 
tempt it. Robert P. Skinner, United 
States consul general at Marseilles, 
who was recently sent to Abyssinia to 
make a treaty with that government, 
has obtained, through the Has Makon- 
nen at Ilerar, Africa, a pair of Grevy 
zebra stallions. They are large, pow- 
erful aud comparatively rare animals, 
which range in a wild state in the 
Abyssinian forests. Mr. Skinner en- 
deavored to secure one while he was 
in that country, but there was none 
in captivity at that time. Since then 
Emperor Menelik has had his forest 
rangers searching for zebras, and the 
first pair that were captured are now 
on their way to Mr. Skinner at Mar- 
seilles, whence they will be shipped to 
New York. The department of state 
has been advised of the shipment. 


By crossing these zebras with the 


American horse and the American 
mule it is proposed to create an entire- 
ly new breed of draft animals which, 
it is believed, will exceed in speed, 
strength aud endurance every variety 
of the horse or the mule which we 
now have in existence. The experi- 
ments will be conducted at the Wash 
iugtou zoo under the direction of Su- 
perintendent Baker and the zoologists 
of the agricultural department. They 
will be watched with the greatest in- 
terest by zoologists and live stock men 
all over the world. Secretary Wilson 
is advised that the authorities of- the 
German possessions in South Africa 
have been endeavoring to domesticate 
the zebra and use it for cross breeding, 
because it is proof against the tsetse, 
an African fly whose bite will kill a 
horse or mule, but does not injure a 
zebra. 


This fly prevails in the German col- 


onies in Africa, and has caused a great 
deal of trouble. It is believed that a 
half bred zebra will be as much im- 
mune from its effects as a full bred 
animal; hence the experiment is con- 
sidered worth trying. The German au- 
thorities recognize also the necessity 
of providing some beast of burden that 
can endure the climate of Central Af- 
rica, for neither horses, mules nor oxen 
thrive there. Carabaos or water buf- 
falo from the East Indies endure the 
climate much better, but the zebra, 
which is a native of that zone, would 
be even more useful if it could be do- 
mesticated. 


Tbe inhabitants of the Kongo Free 


state, and indeed the communities all 
along the Kongo river, which is now 
being rapidly settled and civilized, feel 
a similar need of work and transporta- 
tion animals, particularly because it is 
now almost impossible to obtain negro 
bearers to carry the freight from the 
rivers into the interior. Until recently 
all portage and interior transportation 
was done by natives, but, having learn- 
ed other methods of making a living, 
they are .seeking lighter labor, and the 
transportation of freight has become 
a serious problem. Horses, mules and 
oxen do not thrive in that climate any 
better than in the German provinces; 
bonce last spring the government sent 
an expedition into the jungles in tbe 
southeastern part of tbc state to cap- 
ture wild zebras and drive them up to 
the capital. A large herd was found, 
and 200 or 300 fine animals are now 
being broken to harness. It is said 
that they prove tractable and are very 
intelligent. They have greater strength, 
better speed and more endurance than 
any draft animals that have ever been 
used in that climate.

"This court is 


merely an examining court, and its 
duty is to render a decision which, 
the evidence offered in the case pro- 
duces in the mind of the court. 
The 


statute says if there has been murder 
in the first defree and that the evi- 
dence produces a strong presumption 
in the mind of the court, that he shall 
be committed to jail to await the ac- 
tion of the grand jury. 


"The evidence offered satisfies the 


court that a cold blooded murder has 
been committed. The evidence against 
Kerlin is also stronger than the law 
requires for binding an accused over 
to court. 
I therefore 
hold George 


Kerlin to answer to the grand jury 
on the charge, and dismiss the charg- 
es against John Zelinski."

With the conclusion of Miklinski's 


testimony Tuesday, the State rested. 
The court continued in session until 
Tuesday afternoon, when Attorney 
Smythe announced that the defense 
would introduce no testimony in the 
case and agreed to submit the case to 
the court. 


Attorney McDonald made a short 


review of the testimony and 
that the duty of the examining court 
was to decide if there was a ".rime, 
and if there was any probability of 
the guilt of the accused. In case th.e 
evidence showed an affirmative an- 
swer to the above questions, it ts the 
duty of the court to hold the defend- 
ant to a. higher court. Attorney TJol- 
ton spoke first for the defense. Jlis 
remarks were short and chiefly (on- 
fined to the probable guilt of Kerlin 
Mr. Smythe spoke at greater length 
He assailed the testimony offered by 
Miklinski and stated that he was 
detective brought 
in to testify es- 


pecially for the state. Both Mr 
Smythe and Mr. Bolton seemed 
to 


treat lightly the probable guilt cf 
John Zelinski, alias Fred May. Their 
remarks were confined almost entire 
ly to the evidence 
introduced con- 


cerning Kerlin's alleged 
connection 


with the cold blooded, dastardly mur- 
der on that early Sunday morning. 


Attorney McDonald took a few mo- 


ments to reply to the remarks of th 
attorneys for the defense. The case 
was then submitted to the court. 


But a few people were interested 


enough in. the preliminary hearing oi 
the murder charges against George H 
Kerlin and John Zelinski, who are 
said to have been implicated in the 
shooting of non-union polisher, Chas. 
Higgins on the morning of Nov. 12 
iu Newark's "bad lands,'' -to attend 
the morning session in Mayor Crilly's 
court Tuesday. Besides the court of- 
ficials, attorneys, newspapermen anc 
witnesses, there were barely a dozen 
spectators.

stranger. He lost trace of him in the 
darkness. 


Attorney Smythe took time to In- 


quire into the former life of Miklinski 
and his business in Newark. 
The 


witness said that he was of Polish de- 
cent b'lt American born. That he liv- 
id in Buffalo several years ago. He left 
the place to better himself. He is not 
in the employe of the Pinkerton De- 
tective Agency.

The testimony was resumed and the 


witness told of visiting the "Pike" sa- 
loon about 7 o'clock and findng a non- 
union polisher named Koch drinking. 
Kerlin was also there but was alone. 
Koch was flourishing a gun and try- 
ing to pick a quarrel. Frank Collins 
and Earl Sproul and several 
others 


were in the saloon. He stated that 
Sproul has not been seen since the 
shooting. He stated that the reason 
that he did not notify the police of 
his knowledge of the plans of the 
murderer, that he had been assaulted 
on the square before and his com- 
plaints met with no response from 
the police. 
• Miklinski testified that he had 
a 


conversation with a man named Sper- 
ry at Hotel Warden Monday night of 
this week. Sperry the witness testi- 
fied, said that several of the witnesses 
in the case were to be fixed and that 
he (Sperry) had overheard a conversa- 
tion in reference to this matter. He 
asked that Miklinski get a job for him 
at the Wehrle plant in payment for 
his service as a witness in behalf of 
the prosecution. 


Miklinski stated that he explained 


to Sperry that he (Miklinski) had no 
influence in the matter and for him 
to go to the chief of police. Attorney 
Smythe made capital of tnis and at- 
tempted to secure an admission from 
the witness that he wp buying the 
testimony by promising him a job at 
the Wehrle plant. The'witness denied 
each question as it was pxit to him.

The testimony introduced at the ; 


liminaxy hearing of the charges 
murder against George H. Kerlin. 
Elwood, Pa., and John, Zelinski, alias 
Fred May of Cleveland, on Monday 
afternoon threw but little light on 
the case. F. R. Mclaughlin, the wit- 
ness who fainted on the stand while 
undergoing a fierce cross-examination 
at the hands of Attorney Smythe. 
stated that he saw Kerlin fire his re- 
volver directly at Higgins, the mur- 
dered man, while the latter was leav- 
ing a house at 145 Railroad street. 
Later in the cross-examination he ad- 
mitted that he told Officer Swank a 
few moments after the shooting that 
he did not know who held the revol- 
ver. 


Frank P. Miklinski was the most im- 


portant witness of the afternoon. The 
attorney for the prosecution made no 
inquiry as to his business but he has 
been doing detective work on the 
case since the shooting and for some 
time before. Without questioning, he 
told freely of events leading up to the 
shooting, leaving out the details which 
had no bearing on the case. 
This 


witness said that Zelinski told him 
that certain "scabs" would be "fixed' 
on the night of Nov. 12 and that he 
was in town for that purpose. 


C. F. Baker said that he saw Ker- 


Jin in the house west of the Pike sa- 
loon before the shooting and later in 
the crowd which was stand-ing around 
the dead body of Charles Higgins. He
